world by pouring life-giving water 
upon.the ground, by giving 
light to ose who sit in darkness 
by giving bread to the hungry, and 
by giving life tn ever-increasing ful- 
ness to those who attach themselves 
to Him. He would make all hearts, 
homes, and the whole world clean, 
sweet and habitable. His way of do- 
ing this was to help people to help 
themselves. 

“The opportunity of doing this 
kind of service for mankind its 
the people who 
whole-heartedly, wisely, energetic:!- 
ly and sympathetically apply them- 
selves to improving the human. race 
are few.

The veriest tyro knows that it is only 
through organization that candidates can 
win in a primary election. Under the con- 
vention system the organization was under 
strict State supervision. Delegates were re 
quired to furnish credentials from the State 
or county; their selection was vised as care- 
fully as that of the candidates themselves. 
Debauching a convention was a penal of- 
fense; if charges of purchased nominations 
could be proved the culprits were punished.

Im addition to the fostering laws of the Fed- 
eral government enacted prior to 1914, it 
says the State Legislature has appropriated 
more than $300,000 in fostering the industry. 
The Oak Park Ledger calls attention to the 
fact that both State and nation have estab- 
lished experimental stations, investigated 
methods of combating the ravages of in- 
sect pests, and distributed vast quantities 
of literature for the benefit of the vine 
yardist, The United States Bureau of Plant 
Industry has established twelve experi- 
mental vineyards on this Coast, of which 


ten are in California. 


There are 15,000 vineyards in the State, 
ranging in size in some instances from 200 
acres to 3200 acres, but most of them in 
small holdings of from ten to twenty-five 


acres each. 


Seventy-five thousand people are sup- 
ported by grape culture in California. They 
depend on raising and selling grapes for a 
living, and 75,000 more support their fam- 


ilies making wine from the grape. 


Congressman Curry, in a recent speech, 


said: 

“The amount of money invested in 
vineyards and wineries is over $200,- 
000,000. 

“The cost of making a vineyard of 

vines averages $300 per acre. 

“Grapevines yield from four to eight 
tons per acre per annum, and are sold 
to the wineries at from $7.50 to $11 per 
tom. Some years extra choice dry wine 
grapes may be sold for as much as $25 
a ton. 

“The net profit to the grape grower 
is small, as the cost of developing and 
cultivating a vineyard is great. 

“A ton of grapes makes from 150 to 
160 gallons of dry wine or eighty gal- 
jJons of sweet wine. The reason that 
a@ smaller quantity of sweet wine than

have been planted in vines in California—
